Now, Count Her- 
bert is a kind of Dismarck ten times aggravated, 
so far as roughness of manner and arbitrariness 
of temper are concerned. There is a story 
of his having rudely repelled a high official 
of the «Pope, during the Emperor's late visit 
to Rome, and, on his being interrogated, of 
his replying, “I am Count Herbert Bis-

Атмовт simultaneously with the resignation by 
Prince Von Bismarck of his exalted position as 
Prime Minister of the German Emperor, there 
was a change of Ministry in France. . M. Tirard, 
the Republican jeweller born in Geneva, went 
out; and President Carnot—wisely, as we think— 
sent for the ‘patriotic engineer whose Portrait is 
delineated on this page from a recent Parisian 
photograph. 

M. Charles Louis de Saulces de Freycinet was 
born at Foix in 1828, and educated as an en- 
gineer at the Polytechnic School He won re- 
nown as а reforming Engineer-in-Chief to the 
Chemin-de-Fer du Midi, from 1855 to 1860. The 
crash of the Napoleonic Empire at Sedan brought 
M. De Freycinet to the front as Gambetta's 
coadjutor in the French Ministry of War, in 
which position he, as well as the lionlike Gam- 
betta, strenuously worked to stem the tide of 
German invasion brought about by Napoleon the 
Third. 

M. De Freycinet has since then taken part in 
building up the Republic on a solid foundation. | 
Foreign Minister of the gallant Republic from 
1877 to 1879, President or Premier of the Council 
and Foreign Minister from '79 to 780, and also 
in 1882 and in 1885, after the resignation 
of M. Jules Ferry, and again on the fall 
of the Brisson Cabinet in 1885, M. De 
Freycinet was put up аз a candidate for 
the Presidency of the Republic in 1887, but it 
will be remembered that M. Carnot was chosen 
by a considerable majority. President Carnot 
sanctioned M. De Freycinet's appointment to the 
Ministry of War in M. Floquet's Cabinet ; and 
the President has now, in March 1890, called 
upon M. De Freycinet to act once again as Prime

It has 
several good and comfortable hotels, of which two 
are hotels of the first class. One of the best, 
having an English clientèle, is the Grand Hôtel de 
l'Europe, at the bottom of the garden of which is the 


Villa Mottet, 


now occupied for the third time by her Majesty Queen 
Victoria. The Villa Mottet has been enlarged during 
the last few months, and since Christmas it has been 
redecorated and refurnished. The Queen's own 
sitting-room and bed-room are on the second floor, 
and from the windows there are magnificent views, 
the Lac de Bourget being on the right, and the 
Collines de Trensero on the left, with the snow- 
covered Alps in the distance.

The House of Lords has, on the motion of Lord 
Salisbury, adopted the report of the Parnell Com- 
mission, and thanked the Commissioners for their 
“just and impartial conduct.” Mr. Labouchere 
moved, in the House of Commons, on Friday, the 
21st, that “ no person should sit and vote in Parlia- 
ment by right of birth." He had 139 supporters, 
against 201 members desirous of maintaining heredit- 
ary legislators. On Monday last Mr. A. J. Balfour 
moved for leave to introduce a Bill to provide 
further facilities for the purchase of land in Ireland, 
for the improvement of the condition of the poorer 
and more congested districts, and for the constitution 
of a Land Department. Mr. Balfour explained that 
it was proposed to advance under the Bill about 
£33,000,000, but he could not pledge himself to the 
exact figure. He expounded an elaborate scheme by 
which he contended there would be no risk to the 
British taxpayer. Mr. Gladstone, who followed, 
said that the measure imposed a very large liability 
on the taxpayers of the country. The Bill was read 
а first time. 


A conference of the Conservative Party in both 
Houses of Parliament took place on the 21st at the 
Carlton Club. Lord Salisbury, who presided, strongly 
urged the members to assist in ing the Irish Land 
Purchase Bill and the Tithes Bill this Session. It 


was also important, he said, that the Education. 


Question should be dealt with by the present Parlia- 
ment, lest the voluntary schools should suffer at the 
hands of a hostile majority in a future Parliament. 
The question might, however, stand over till next 
Session. The Irish Local Government Bill would not 
be introduced until the Irish Land Question had been 
disposed of. A general discussion followed. 


At the Chester Assizes, on the 2156, the jury found

youth. Mr. Justice Wills passed sentence of death 
on both, and said that the recommendation to mercy 
would be forwarded to the proper quarter. 


There were great rejoicings at Grimshy on Monday 
night last owing to the return of the steam trawler 
Sando, which left Grimsby for Iceland nearly five 
months ago, and had been given up for lost. She had 
encountered fierce storms, lost her compass, and had 
been icebound for weeks. Thousands of people 
thronged the piers and cheered loudly as the vessel 
passed into dock, with only one hand missing from the 
crew of twelve. The wives of the crew had been 
supplied for some time with aid from the Widows’ 
Relief Fund. 


It is sometimes alleged that artisans do not vote for 
the opening of museums and art galleries on Sun- 
days. To put the question to the test, the execu- 
tive of the National Sunday League have taken the 
opinion of the journeymen hatters of London, by 
circulars issued to all the members of the society. 
The result of the voting is—for Sunday opening, 
532 ; against, 52. 


The great strike of coal miners spread so rapidly 
that on one day last week it was estimated that half 
a million men were out of employment. A moiety 
of these were connected with other industries, their 
idleness being due to the stoppage of works from 
want of fuel. The committee of the Coal Owners’ 
Federation met a deputation of miners at the West- 
minster Palace Hotel on the 20th. During the 
meeting the representatives of the men twice re- 
tired to consider proposals made by the owners, 
and both masters and men held preliminary private 
meetings at one o’clock to decide finally upon the 
policy to be pursued at the conference. After a dis- 
cussion lasting two hours and a half, the conlowners 
unanimously resolved to grant the men the advances 
of five per cent now, and to give a further increase 
of five per cent on the first week in August. Certain 
suggested arrangements for dealing with wages dis- 
putes in future were agreed upon in principle. ‘This 


result, which brought the strike to a termination, was 
received with prolonged applause. As an imme- 
diate consequence of the settlement all kinds of coal 
dropped 1з. 6d. per ton the next day. 


At Liverpool a dock strike culminated on the 
19th inst. in a procession of 20,000 men, headed by Mr. 
Cuninghame Graham, M.P., but the masters obtained 
enough hands to carry on the work, and by the end 
of the week the strike was over. A P.J.P. Artist 
sketches some of the scenes.

successor of Count Moltke instead of Count 
Waldersee. One can conclude from this how 
many-sided are his gifts. 

The choice of General Von Caprivi, though at 
first sight rather astonishing, is a very happy one 
in every respect, and it is another proof how well 
the Emperor William knows how to select his 
advisers. The Emperor (who, by his kind-hearted 
attitude towards the busy bees of the world of 
labour, has won the esteem of all workmen) is 
said to be by no means disinclined to the re- 
duction of the period ê military service from 
three to two years—a demand of the Liberals 
which has as yet met with the strongest resist- 
ance of the military party. The Emperor con- 
ferred last Saturday for some time with General 
Von Caprivi, the new Imperial Chancellor. 
General Von Caprivi dined with Prince and 
Princess Bismarck at the Chancellor’s Palace in 
the Wilhelmstrasse the same day. 


The Prince of Wales arrived in Berlin on the 
21st inst., and a gala dinner was given by the 
Emperor in the evening in the White Hall of the 
palace. The Prince of Wales escorted the Empress 
to the table, and sat on the left of the Emperor. 
Shortly before dessert was served his Majesty rose 
and, addressing the Prince of Wales, said in German: 
“ I propose the health of her Majesty the Queen of 
England, your mother and my grandmother, in 
whose veins the mixture of English and German 
blood attains its highest perfection. And I also 
propose the health of your Royal Highness, one of 
the first officers of the English Army, in your 
capacity of Field Marshal, hoping that the united 
British Fleet and German Army will preserve the 
peace of Europe. I drink to her Majesty, your 
mother, and yourself, and the continuance of 
the friendly relations between England and Ger- 
many." After & few minutes the Prince of Wales 
rose and replied in German. He said that he was 
greatly gratified at the splendid reception accorded 
him in Berlin, a city which he had seen for the first 
time about thirty-two years ago, and which he hoped 
to see again often. He added that he was greatly 
pleased at the excellent bearing of the troops who 
were ordered to receive him, and that he had tele- 
graphed his gratification to the Queen, his mother. 
He hoped that he would often be able to return to 
Berlin, and it would always give him pleasure to 
drink the healths of their Majesties. He concluded 
by raising his glass to the Emperor and Empress and 
the prosperity of Germany.

ANCIENT NORWICH—(Conclusion). 
| BY М. KNIGHTS. 


A sTRIKING feature in old Norwich, apart from 
its numerous mediw#val churches, conventual 
remains, fragments of embattled walls, frowning 
castle, and silent towers, is the 

Antiquity of Long Ranges of Houses 
in its many intramural streets. Many of them,

half-timbered or gable-fronted, their first floors 
overhanging the pathway, though divided andsub- 
divided into small tenements, retain some vestiges 
of their original gentility, like members of an old 


family of repüte who have been reduced in cir- 


cumstances. Not a few old mansions have under- 
gone strange vicissitudes in the course of centuries. 
What were once the city residences of Norfolk 
abbots, priors, lords, and knights have, in suc- 
cessive centuries, passed from the possession of 
people of rank into that of lawyers or well-to-do 
citizens, and finally were let to working folk or 
converted into small general shops and public- 
One example of a mansion with a long 


houses. 

history is 
The Old Musick House 

in King-street, alongside the Wensum. 


In its 
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Norman-vaulted basement Moses the Jew (in the 
reign of the Red King), and his descendants, 
Abraham and Isaac, no doubt stored the gold 
they were accustomed to lend out at usury to 
nobles and burgesses. But the principal colony 
of Jews in those times was against the market- 
place in the New Burgh, where the Normans had 
settled, and where the site of their synagogue 
has been identified by antiquaries. Charges of 
Judaising and 


Crucifying Christian Children 


were, in the days of Stephen and Henry III., 
trumped up against Norwich Jews, who were 
made to suffer heavily in purse and 
severely in person. 

When the Jews were expelled the land, 
the house of Abraham and Isaac, along- 
side the river, became the city abode, first 
of the Archdeacon of Norfolk, then of Sir 
Constantine Mortimer, Lord of Attle- 
borough, and later on of the widow of 
Sir Simon de Felbrigg, who was standard- 
bearer to Richard II., of members of the 
Paston family, and, in the reign of 
James I., of Edward Coke, Recorder of 
Norwich, who became the famous Lord 
Chief Justice. 

Many houses date back to the days 


When Norfolk was the Second 
County in England 
for wealth and population. They supple- 
ment the story, told by other ancient 
memorials, of the rise, the prosperity, 
and the decadence of Norwich as one of 
the great medieval commercial centres. 
Norfolk was the principal wool-producing 
county, whence the Flemings obtained 
: their supply of that commodity for weav- 
ing into cloth. When Edward III. mar- 
ried Philippa of Hainault, a number of 
her countrymen came over to England and 
settled in and around Norwich, where 
they introduced the manufacture of cloth, 
linen, and other fabrics for which the 
city and country round became famous. 
Names of freemen recorded in the 
ancient Free Book show how country- 
men flocked, in the reign of Edward II., 
to the city to pursue various crafts, and how 
greatly their numbers increased during the reign 
of Edward III., when the villeins were freeing 
themselves from bondage. When territorial 
magnates, converting their arable land into 
pasture — owing in part to the scarcity and 
dearness of labour after the terrible mortality of 
the Black Death—reared large flocks of sheep 
for the sake of their wool, they probably con- 
sidered it expedient, both for business and 
pleasure, to have an occasional residence in the 
wealthy mercantile city of Norwich, just as the 
landed aristocracy have now their town-houses 
in the Metropolis. Apparently, some of the 
great landed proprietors of Norfolk were brought 
into close commercial relationship with the

citizens, for many of them were enrolled as 
members of the 


Great Guild of St. George, 


which in post-Reformation days acquired ascend- 
ency in municipal affairs. By the way, it was 
customary on guild days to represent in the 
processional pageant the legend of the release 
of the maid from the dragon by the knightly 
St. George. Until the reform of the Corpora- 
tion in 1835, 
A Huge Snapdragon, 


painted in green and gold, with gaping jaws and 


long tail, was carried by a man in the civic pro- 
cession on Mayor's Day. The monster is still 
preserved on a shelf in the Guildhall. Among 
the lower class residing in one district of the 
city a mock mayor is still annually elected at a 
public-house, and a wicker-work painted snap- 
dragon run through the city in quest of coppers. 
Such is the degraded survival of a once grand 
pageant of a great religious guild, to which the 
noblest and wealthiest of city and county 
belonged. 

During the period when the people were being 
more and more driven from the land, and when 
legislative enactments were passed to regulate 
and keep down wages, one or two revolts broke 
out in the district, and received much support 
from the craftsmen in the Norwich guilds, who 
had doubtless imbibed some of the advanced 
teaching of the Lollards. John the Litester, or 
the dyer, headed in Norfolk the popular uprising 
which was doomed to failure when Wat the Tyler 
fell at Smithfield at the hands of Lord Mayor 
Walworth. Henry Spencer, the warrior Bishop 
of Norwich, with a company of knights and men- 
at-arms, chased Litester, who was styled 


** King of the Commons,” 


from Norwich to Worstead —a place where 
worsted-weaving was largely pursued — and 
there defeated him and his host of ill-armed 
peasants and artisans, celebrating his victory by 
first shriving and then hanging the ringleaders, 
A more formidable rising was that in the reign 
of Edward VI., under the brothers Kett of 
Wymondham. This originated mainly from 
grievances connected with rack-renting of the 
land and enclosing commons. Twenty thousand 
menencampedon the height overlooking Norwich, 
with only the Wensum between them and the 
Liberty of the Dean and Chapter. Bishop Parker, 
a Norwich man, who became Primate, went with 
the Mayor and others to the Oak of Reformation, 
hard by Mount Surrey—which had been some- 
time the residence of the Earl of Surrey, the ill- 
fated poet—to dissuade the leaders from their 
enterprise, but in vain. Norwich was attacked 
by the peasants, who, unable to force

Wholesale Shoe Trade 


was started by a Mr. Winter, 
who, working on the law of 
averages, made up large quan- 
tities of boots and shoes of 
different sizes to supply distant 
markets. He is credited with 
i having originated the wholesale 
d boot and shoe manufacture, 
which is carried. on in Norwich 
in many large factories, and 
gives employment to several 
thousands of people. 


Mr. J. J. Colman, M.P., 


who has represented the city in 
Parliament since 1871, is the 
head of the world-wide known 
firm of Messrs. J. and J. Colman, 
mustard and starch manufac- 
turers. These works, having a 
frontage of more than halt a 
mile on the Wensum, cover a 
large acreage around the ruins 
of the Benedictine nunnery 
of Carrow, made familiar to 
readers of old English literature 
by Skelton's poem on ** Philip 
Sparrow,” a pet bird that was 
killed by the convent cat. 
About 2500 persons are em- 
ployed in Carrow Works, 
where almost every trade which 
contributes to the production, 
of the goods sent out by the 
firm is carried on. Before the 
Education Act was passed the firm provided 
large and first-class schools for the education of 
the children of their workpeople. Another 
Norwich firm, Messrs. Barnards, Bishop, and 
Barnards, have won for themselves considerable 
repute as producers of ornamental ironwork. 


The Population of the City 


is estimated to be about 96,000; and the Mayor 
is William Howard Dakin, Esq., who has 
previously served the office of Sheriff. The 
Mayor, as Chief Magistrate and as head of the 
Town Council, has his civic quarters in 


The Guildhall, 


a Perpendicular flint-built building, with a 
chequered front enriched with bold carvings of 
the city arms, and surmounted by a clock turret. 
This hall, built in the reign of Henry IV., has 
in its Council Chamber, fitted with oak desk and 
seats, the arrangements of a court of justice of 
the Tudor period. Its walls are adorned with 
portraits of Norwich worthies, including those of 
Archbishop Parker, Lord Chief Justice Coke, Sir 
Henry Hobart, John Crome, and others. A 
sword, taken by Nelson from the Spanish Admiral 
at the battle of St. Vincent, together with an 
autograph of the Norfolk hero to the Mayor of 
that time, occupies a place of honour on the 
venerable walls. 

But I must draw to a close these rambling 
historic notes on my native old city. George 
III. is said to have remarked to a Mayor 
of Norwich rather noted for making ‘‘ bulls": 
* Ah! Norwich is a very ancient city, isn't it?” 
** Tt used to be," was his Worship’s reply. Since 
his days, many changes and improvements have 
been made in Norwich, and, if some quarters of 
the city are not so ancient in appearance as they 
used to be, still the remnants of medieval Nor- 
wich are sufficiently numerous powerfully to assert 
its antiquity. 
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Try a cycling tour at Easter. If you are not 
going to turn out with the Volunteers, and if the 
weather is in any way decent—as it so seldom is 
for the Easter holidays—that is the time of all 
others for a little tour. There are so many 
delightful places one can go to from London. 
Some of the prettiest country is in the southern 
counties—in Surrey and Sussex and Kent; in 
Somerset and Devonshire, if you can get so 
far. And even if you can only ride for one 
day, there are so many charming runs to be 
taken. It isa pity the Ripley road prevents so 
many London cyclists from exploring other near 
districts. Do you know the lovely Ewell road, 
which goes through a beautiful portion of 
Surrey, through Merton with its picturesque Bay 
Tree, by the fine Cheam and Worcester Parks, 
across fine commons to Ewell and the William 
IV.? . The *'bits" in the Illustration will 
give you some idea of what you will find there. 
And at Ewell you are not so far from the coast ; 
and, if you could push on, there are pleasant 
towns in which you could breathe & breath of 
sea air to send you back to London better fitted 
for work. 


А, correspondent in Galway writes to ask me 
two or three questions about photography, which 
I am glad to answer in this column, as the season 
for the camera, as well as for the cycle, is about 
to begin, and many may be interested on exactly 
the same points. 


In the first place, what are the best books to 
read to get a thorough knowledge of photo- 
graphy? There are a number of useful hand- 
books for the beginner: H. Chapman Jones's 
# Introduction to the Science and Practice of 
Photography "; W. B. Welford's “ Photo- 
grapher’s Indispensable Handbook"'; ‘‘ The 
Amateur Photographer's First Handbook,” pub- 
lished by Percy Lund and Co., of Bradford; 
Burton's “ Pocket-book for Photographers” and 
“ Modern Photography "; Captain Abney’s 
"Instruction in Photography." All of these 
are of immense use to the beginner. I think Mr. 
Sturmey, too, has brought out a very useful and 
complete handbook. For the more advanced in 
the art, there are the books of: Mr. Emerson, 
which are delightful reading even for those who 
know nothing of photography; of Mr. H. P. 
Robinson, Mr. УУ. Heighway—but, indeed, there 
is a very large library on the subject, and the 
interested reader will find that one book will 
suggest another. Most of the handbooks can 
be had of the large dealers in photographic 
materials. 


'The second question is, What are the journals 
which treat of this subject alone? There are 
several. Photography, edited by Mr. Sturmey, of 
the Cyclist, and to be had from Iliffe and Son, 3, 
St. Bride-street, London, E.C., is one of the 
best. It is published weekly, and its price is one 
penny. Then there is the Photographic News, 
threepence weekly, published by Piper and 
Carter, 5, Furnival-street, Holborn, London ; апа 
there's the Amateur Photographer, twopence 
weekly, published at 1, Creed-lane, Ludgate-hill, 
London. The Photographie Art Journal is three- 
Мэс monthly, and the address The Charter- 
nouse Press, 44 and 45, Charterhouse-square, 
London. Then there is a Photographie Quarterly, 
one and sixpence a number, published with the 
Amateur Photographer at Creed-lane. In addition 
to these the Camera Club, of which I have lately 
had something to say, issues a journal. ' еге 
are really many to choose from, but I think it

likely the first on my list would answer every 
purpose. 


As to whether а new half-plate camera, costing 
about £8 with the addition of a first-class lens, 
would be equal to doing the very best work, it 
is difficult to say without knowing a little more 
about the camera. However, as, of course, the 
results depend chiefly on the lens, I should be 
inclined to answer in the affirmative. With 
a good lens almost anything can be done. 
Some of the largest London dealers will 
supply a half-plate camera, the very best lens, a 
tripod, and all complete for £18. Some amateur 
photographers may be glad to know that the 
Eastman people propose, before very long, to 
supply a half-plate Kodak. 


My Galway correspondent says that though 
he is a cyclist he does not propose to combine 
cycling and photography. Here, I think, he 
makes a mistake. The two go so admirably 
together. If you are going in for landscape, or 
for architecture, a cycle is almost indispensable. 
A friend of mine, an architect, who wanted to 
make a series of photographs of old farmhouses 
and châteaux in the northern part of France, 
bought a tricycle as an absolute necessity. He

knew of no simpler way to get about the country 
with his camera: to walk and carry it meant too 
much labour; to hire a trap, too much expense 
and bother. 


And it is so easy, now, to take a camera on a 
machine. ‘The substitution of films for glass 
plates reduces the weight enormously, and the 
roll-holder does away with all the trouble of 
changing plates and carrying them separately. 
Next to touring on а cycle with a sketchbook, 
there could be nothing more delightful than to 
tour on a cycle with a camera. N. C. U.

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* AFTER this’’— this” being the Lincoln Trial 
" Stakes—*' the Australian three-year-olds have not a 
ten thousand to one chance for the Derby,” said an old 
racing man tome on the Carholmeon Monday. Accord- 
ing to certain standards the veteran was right; but, 
then, is it proper or fair to go by the hard-and-fast 
lines of such a public trial? Lincoln Spring Meeting 
opened miserably, for the amount of rain with which 
the neighbourhood was shortly deluged before a start 
was made was exceptional. Not unfrequently the 
Lincolnshire Handicap course is

when the Jockey Club season opens. I do not recollect 
it being worse than it was this week. Speaking for 
myself, it seems absurd to lay much stress on form 
displayed under such difficulties as, no doubt, laid 
the foundation for many charges to come of in-and- 
out running. One horse may get good luck, and 
manage to strike a strip of dry ground, or ground 
comparatively speaking dry, while another is trudg- 
ing sing in boggy going. For such reasons I shall 
not put Plutarch’s performance in the Trial Stakes as 
of much consequence to himself or the Australian 
youngsters. What is more, it struck me that Mr. 
White's old handicapper ran rather respectably than 
otherwise.
